This  fact  is  going  to  make  the  Citizen  Army  a 
good  deal  stronger  than  the  authorities  hoped 
The  basis  of  examination  is  the  same  as  that 
employed  with  2,400,000  men  in  1917-1918:  that 
basis  won  popular  and  scientific  approval.  The 
medical  boards  are  drawn  from  p.nnels  of  general

Of  approximately  R()  nno  men  examined  in  the 
first  tests  for  the  Citizen  Army,  49.835  were  pro- 
nounced Grade  I  and  5,670  as  Orade  n.
